A youthful Servian student 
fired the shots which added another 
to th e long list of tragedies th a t has 
d ark ened the reign of E m peror F ra n ­ 
cis Joseph. 
T he arch du ke and his wife were 
victim s of the second attem pt in the 
sam e day against th e ir lives. 
First 
a bomb was throw n a t the autom obile 
In which they were driving to the 
town hall. 
Forew arned, however, of 
a possible attem p t again st his life the 
archd uk e was watchful and struck the 
missile aside with his arm. 
It fell 
under an 
autom obile which 
carried 
m em bers of his suite, wounding Count 
von 
Boos-Waldeck and Colonel 
Me- 
rizzo. 
On th eir retu rn from the town f all 
th e archd uk e and the duchess were 
driving to the hospital when the S er­ 
vian, Oavrio Prinzip, darted at the 
car and fired a volley a t th e occu­ 
pants. 
His aim 
was true, for the 
archduke and his wife were mortally 
wounded. 
W ith them at the tim e was 
the governor of th e city, who escaped 
injury. 
T he bodies of his m urdered 
com panions collapsed across him and 
protected him from stray bullets. 


Die on Their Way to Palace. 


T he governor shouted to th e chauf­ 
feur to rush to th e palace at top speed. 
Physicians were in prom pt attendance, 
but their services were useless, as the 
archd uk e and his wife were dead be­ 
fore the p i lace w as reached.
